frid Laurler, who for nearly two dec- 
ades has directed the destinies ofSlho 
Dominion. 


Several times during tha bitter cam- 


paign which preceded the election the 
venerable premier said that defeat of 
his parly nt the polls meant the end 
of hla career; that he would never 
consent to lead a minority in opposi- 
tion to a Conservative government. 


A. Liberal membership of 63 from 


Quebec was cut down to 3G, which, 
taken alorie, seriously threatens the 
supremacy of the party. 
But It was 


In Ontario that the Conservatives won 
their greatest victories. Spurred on 
by the appeals to patriotism anil tha 
cry that reciprocity was the entering 
wedge for annexation, the Conserva- 
tives swept nearly everything before 
them.. 


Landslide Wa» Unexpected' 


The results, with a few of the dis- 


tant constituencies estimated, 
are: 


Conservative momhers elected, 129;

Ihe Canadian electors were moved by 
Eentlment more than by material con- 
sideration. Throughout the campaign 
the Liberal speakers and the govern- 
ment party press, In appealing for tho 
support of the government and reci- 
procity, did so chiefly on economic 
grounds, maintaining that It would 
promote the prosperity of Canada and 
would never lead to annexation with 
the United Slates, or to any change 
In the political status of the Domin- 
ion.
